That when a sufficient number of 
hog growers give a reasonable as- 
surance that they willsupply at least 
50,000 hogs per year toa plant, the 
commissioners recommend that the 
government furnish money to build, 
equip and operate a plant with cape- 
city of at least 300 hogs ver day at 
the start. 

That the management take in farm 
er's hogs, pay for them at the time of 
delivery up to two-thirds of estimat- 
ed value, then at regolar intervals
